Gear Mr. Chairyman: 


Thank you for your letter of 10 Apel] 1441 raquesting our 
comments on H.R. 245, « bill to authoriae payment after June 
30, 1931 for unused annual leave accumulated by Federal 
employees during the calendar year 1950. The Central Intelli- 
geece Agency wholeheartedly supports the passage of H.R. 245. 


Ae you know, the Central Intelligence Agency is charged 
by the National Security Act uf 1947 with the coordination oi 
the intelligence activities uf the United States in the interest 
of wationel aecarity. Our employecs have deen very hard hit 
by Section 1212 of the Gencral Appropriation Act, 1951 (P.L. 
159, Slet Congress}. The invasion of Kurea last June and the 
resultant emergency has increased the Central Intelligence 
Agency work load to such an extent that the granting prior to 
30 June 1951 vf unused ennual leave accumulated dering calendar 
year 1959 would serivusly impalr cur ellicienacy. 


4 recent survey of ihe leave situation of CLA personnel 
has disclosed that a total of 147,088 houra or 20, 886 days of 
leave eavaed in calendar year 1950 by cur employees remained 
unuded as of February 1951. If this leave must be taken prior 
te 39 Jane 1951 on be Curleited by the employees, it will place 
@ severe burden om the Agency at & time when the maximum pro- 
duction possibile is required sf cach employee. 


We have felt, sinee the General Agpripriation Act of 195) 
was enacted, that Section 1212 would undoubtedly result in 
inequitable treatment of cur many loyal employees whe, fa the 
interest of the urgent need for production since Jane of 1986, 
have voluntarily forgone their leave and would therefore forfeit 
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it as of 30 June 1951, itis the Central intelligence Mawes 
policy to assure its employces manimum opportunity to avail 
themecives of carned annual icave. In spite of this policy, 
our employecs have already forfeited an approximate total of 
1,606 days on 31 December 1950, 


in conclusion, I can only again repeat cur sincere belief 
that in fairness t; the employees of the Central Intelligence 
Agemy, H. 8. 245 should be enacted. We have been operating 
om & 44 hour week for several months, and the international 
situaticn is such that i can see ttle immediate hoge tor 
alleviating the leave situation insoisr as cur employees are 
concerned.
